SI of late not onelyto aſſemble themſelues in publike places to celebzate their ſu ous Deruices in all 

parts of this Kingdomg, but alſo haue —— — # buildings called publike Dzatozies,Loliedges, 

| Waſle-houſes, and Conuents of Fryers, Mofſcas, and Nunnes in the exe amd open view of the State 
p andciſewhere,and doe frequently exerciſe Juriſdiction againſt his Maieſties Subiects by authozitie 

A deriued from the See of Rome, and (by colour of teaching, and keeping Schooles in their pꝛetended 
Monaſteries and Colledges) doe traine vp the youth ofthis Kingdome in their ſuperſtitious Rex gion, 
: to the great derogation and contempt of his Maieſties Regall power and authozitie,andgreat offence 
ek many of his Maieſties good Subtects,contrary to the Lawes,and Eccleſiaſticall Gouernement of 


this Kingdome , and the in poueriſbment of his Maleſties Subiects in the ſame, 


Thele are therefoze to will and require, and in his Maieſties name ſtraightiy to charge and commaund all, and all manner 
ſuch pzetended , 02 Titulary Archbiſhops, Biſhops , Deanes , Uicars-Generall , Irchdeacons, andothers, deriuing any pꝛe⸗ 
tended authozitie, power, oz $urjſoiction from the See of Rome, That they and euerie of them, fozbeare from hencefozth to 
exerciſe any ſuch power, Juriſdiction, oz authozity within th's Kingdome , And that all ſuch Abbots , P2zyozs , Jeſuites, 
Fryers, Moncks, Nun:3cs, and others of that ſozte as afozeſaid, doe fozthwith bzeake vp their Lonuents, and aſſemblies 
in all Houſes of Fryers, Loilcdges, Monaſtcries , and other places whereſocuer they are, oz ſball be Conuentually, oz Lols* 
ledgiatiy afſembied together within this Kingdome , and to rclinquiſh the ſame , and to diſperſe and ſeparate themſelues. 


And that all and euery of the Ozders befoze named, and other Pzicſts whatloeuer doe from hencefozth fozbearcto Pzcach, 


Teach, oz Lelebzate their Seruice in any Church, Chappell, oz other publike Ozatozy , oz publike place, oz to teach any 
Schoole inany place oz places whatſoeuer within this Kingdoine, 
And neee doe further ſtraightly charge and commaund all and ſinguler the owners of ſuch Houſes of Fryers, Colledges. 
Monaſteries, Schooles, Ozatozies, Maſle-houſes, and Nunneries , That they and euerie of them rcſpectiueiy in default 
of the Perſons bekoze named their voluntarie relinquiſbing ot the ſaid Youſes of Fryers, Lolledges, Wonaſterics, Schooles 
Ozatozies, Malle⸗houſes, and Nunncries, Doe fozthwith expell, and thzuſt fozth all and ſingular ſuch Frycts, Jeſuites, 
and other Ponaſticail Perſons out of the ſame , and to conuert the ſame to other moze lawfull vſes vpon paine to haut their 
ſaid Youſes ſeized to his Maieſties vſe, and both the oneand the other to be pꝛoceeded againſt foz their vnlawfull aſſemblies. 
and maintainance of ſuch vnlawfull Conuenticles and cozrupt Nurture of Childzen, in the ſeuereſt manner that by the 
Lawes and Statutes of this Kingdome and Sccleſlaſticall Gouernement of the lime may be had oz extended, whercof they, 


and euerie of them are to take notice, and to ycelde due obcdicnce thereunto, as they aud cuery of them will avoyde his 
Waieſtics high indignation, and the conſcquence thereof,
